Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Third  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  County  Borough  for  the  year  1924. 

The  Report  has  been  re-modelled  with  a  view  to  more  easy 
reading,  the  majority  of  figures  and  tables  being  placed  in  the 
Appendices. 

The  year  has  been  noteworthy  for  the  large  amount  of  mild 
infectious  disease  (especially  scarlet  fever)  ;  the  lowest  infant  mor¬ 
tality  rate  yet  recorded  ;  the  privy  conversion  scheme  ;  and  finally, 
the  increase  in  popularity  of  the  Maternity  Centres  and  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Maternity  Home. 

My  best  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  who  have  given  me  unstinted  support,  and  to 
the  members  of  my  staff,  who  have  at  all  times  carried  out  their 
work  most  assiduously.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1924. 


Staff.  There  were  only  two  changes  in  the  Public  Appendix 
Health  Staff  during  the  year  :  ^ 

Hr.  Stirling  was  appointed  Assistant  Medical  Officer  in 
the  place  of  Hr.  Adamson,  who  resigned  in  1923  ; 

Nurse  Fidler  was  appointed  as  a  Health  Visitor,  to  take 
the  place  of  Nurse  Suiter  (resigned). 


Poor  Relief.  Trade  conditions  during  the  year  showed,  Appendix 
if  anything,  a  slight  improvement,  as  a  result  of  which  the  39 

number  of  new  cases  applying  for  Poor  Law  out-door  relief 
dropped  from  14,260  to  9,833  ;  the  number  of  persons  receiving 
relief  on  1st  January  being  3,164  and  on  31st  Hecember, 

1,475. 


Hospital  Accommodation.  Cameron  Hospital  is  the  only 
Voluntary  Hospital  within  the  Borough,  and  has  been  kept 
filled  throughout  the  year.  There  are  50  beds  available. 


Appendices 
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Grantully  Maternity  Home  is  provided  by  the  Local 
Authority,  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme, 
and  continues  to  grow  in  popularity. 
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Other  hospitals  which  serve  the  district  are  the  Hart- 
lepools  Hospital  (which  contemplates  an  extension  in  its 
building)  and  the  Howbeck  Infirmary,  to  which  a  new  wing 
has  been  added. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  is  under  the  control  of  the  Port 
Sanitary  Authority,  and  is  outside  the  Borough. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  population  of  West  Hartlepool  at  the  end  of  June, 
1924,  as  estimated  by  the  Begistrar-General,  is  71,620,  show¬ 
ing  an  increase  of  690  above  the  previous  year. 

Marriages .  The  number  of  marriages  which  took  place 
in  the  town  was  561,  compared  with  543  during  1923  ;  the 
marriage-rate  being  15.8  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Births .  The  total  number  of  births  registered,  after 
being  corrected  and  adjusted,  was  1,670,  giving  a  birth-rate 
of  23.3  per  1,000  of  the  population.  While  this  rate  is  higher 
than  the  rate  for  England  &  Wales,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
since  1920  there  has  been  a  steady  yearly  decline.  Of  the 
total  births,  males  numbered  909  and  females  761.  The 
illegitimate  births  numbered  68,  being  equivalent  to  4.07% 
of  the  total  births  against  3.5%  in  1923. 

Natural  Increase.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
was  670,  giving  a  rate  of  9.3  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as 
against  13.5  for  the  previous  year. 

Deaths.  During  1924,  1,000  deaths  took  place  against 
780  in  1923.  Of  these  169  took  place  in  hospitals  and  insti¬ 
tutions  outside  the  Borough  and  30  were  of  people  having  tem¬ 
porary  residence  in  other  districts.  The  death-rate  of  13.9 
compares  unfavourably  with  that  for  England  &  Wales, 
which  is  12.2. 


Distribution  and  Causes  of  Death.  As  will  be  seen  from 
the  statistics  in  the  Appendices,  the  Central  Ward  continues 
to  give  the  highest  death-rate  for  the  town,  the  North  Ward 
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taking  second  place.  The  lowest  death-rates  come  from  the 
Park  and  Seaton  Wards.  There  has  been  a  marked  increase 
in  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  North,  South-East  and  Cen¬ 
tral  Wards,  and  in  each  case  this  may  be  attributed  to  pneu¬ 
monia.  These  Wards  perhaps  feel  the  effects  of  bad  trade 
and  unemployment  more  acutely  than  any  of  the  others, 
so  much  so  that  owing  to  lack  of  funds  postponement  in 
sending  for  the  doctor  until  too  late,  and  a  want  of  proper 
nursing  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  primary  causes  of  so  large 
a  number  of  deaths.  The  epidemic  of  influenza  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  was  responsible  for  a  large  number  of  deaths 
(60  against  13  the  previous  year)  and  other  chest  diseases 
largely  contributed  to  the  increased  rate.  Cancer  again 
accounts  for  an  increased  number  of  deaths  (79  against  67). 

Infantile  deaths  from  debility  have  decreased  somewhat 
but  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  deaths  of  premature 
babies.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Closet  Accommodation.  As  mentioned  in  the  1923 
Report,  a  scheme  was  formulated  (Public  Health  Act, 
1907,  Sec.  39,  Para.  4)  for  the  conversion  of  the  existing 
privies  and  privy  pans  in  the  Borough  to  the  water  carriage 
system. 

For  some  years  past  an  intermediate  course  between 
dealing  with  cases  of  insufficient  accommodation  and  the 
complete  conversion  scheme  now  adopted  has  existed. 

Under  that  arrangement  an  owner  who  might  otherwise 
have  objected  as  to  the  alleged  insufficiency  of  the  sanitary 
accommodation  has  agreed  to  make  the  conversion  upon 
receiving  from  the  Corporation  a  grant  of  £4.  (At  one  time, 
when  costs  were  higher,  the  grant  was  £6). 
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Conversions  at  the  sole  cost  of  the  owner  can  only  be 
made  when  the  existing  sanitary  facilities  are  insufficient, 
and  consequently  the  desired  change  to  the  water  carriage 
system  could,  under  such  conditions,  only  be  made  gradu¬ 
ally,  as  it  would  be  difficult  for  the  Local  Authority  to  prove 
that  privies  and  privy  pans  which  were  kept  in  good  order 
were  “  insufficient.” 


The  new  policy  enables  the  Council’s  share  of  the  ex¬ 
pense  to  be  borrowed  and  the  cost  spread  over  30  years.  It 
is  true  that  if  the  owner  carries  out  the  work  himself  he  will 
have  to  bear  the  full  cost,  but,  knowing  that  upon  default 
the  Local  Authority  must  bear  half  the  cost  of  the  privies 
and  the  full  cost  of  the  privy  pans,  it  is  obvious  that  the 
owners  will  default  in  practically  every  case.

The  scheme  was  put  into  working  operation  in 
June,  and  the  number  of  conversions  completed  by  the 
Borough  Engineer  on  December  31st  was  693.  In  addition 
to  this,  48  conversions  were  made  by  owners  of  property  at 
their  own  cost,  less  the  £4  grant  by  the  Corporation. 
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Removal  of  Refuse.  House  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the 
Destructor,  and  a  large  amount  is  taken  by  farms. 


The  privy  conversion  scheme  has  already  lessened  the 
number  of  night  loads  by  a  thousand. 
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Water  Supply.  This  is  supplied  from  deep  wells  and 
is  under  the  control  of  a  Company.  Several  samples  have 
been  taken  during  the  year  and  these  have  been  found  to  be 
of  good  quality. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT.

Nuisances.  The  two  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  once  again 
carried  out  a  large  amount  of  necessary  though  often  dis¬ 
agreeable  work. 

Defects  and  nuisances  numbering  2,754  have  been  dis¬ 
covered  and  dealt  with,  and  in  four  cases  only  has  it  been 
necessary  to  bring  the  delinquents  before  the  magistrates. 


Housing.  The  total  number  of  new  houses  erected  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  was  155,  of  which  52  formed  part  of  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  Housing  Scheme.  When  one  recognises  that  there  are 
over  2,000  families  living  in  one  or  two  rooms  and  360  fami¬ 
lies  with  eight  or  more  in  the  family  living  in  three  or  less 
rooms,  one  will  appreciate  that  the  rate  of  house  building  is 
not  satisfactory,  and  is  conducive  to  over-crowding  and  all 
the  ills  and  disadvantages  which  are  attached  to  that  con¬ 
dition.  One  of  the  keystones  of  good  public  health  is  good 
housing  conditions,  and  it  is  more  economical  in  the  end  to 
provide  satisfactory  accommodation  in  that  respect  than 
having  to  send  wasted  man-power  to  sanatoria. 


Two  houses  were  closed  for  habitation  during  the  year, 
but  that  number  is  no  criterion  as  to  the  number  of 
houses  which  ought  to  be  closed.  Until  more  accom¬ 
modation  becomes  available  the  Health  Committee  are  only 
taking  drastic  action  when  every  other  channel  has  failed. 

Common  Lodging  Houses.  There  are  eleven  registered 
premises  in  the  Borough,  and  these  have  accommodation 
for  245  lodgers. 
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Inspections  of  the  premises  are  carried  out  regularly, 
with  satisfactory  results. 

Tents  and  Vans.  This  form  of  habitation  is  becoming 
more  common  within  the  boundary.  The  difficulty  in  these 
cases  is  to  obtain  satisfactory  water  supplies  and  sanitary 
accommodation.  Even  when  these  are  enforced  the  average 
type  of  occupants  require  constant  supervision,  otherwise 
nuisances  repeatedly  arise. 

Factories  and  Workshops.  The  general  supervision  of 
these  premises  is  mainly  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors  under 
the  Home  Office.  The  Local  Authority’s  inspectors  have 
made  152  visits  to  them,  principally  in  connection  with  sani¬ 
tary  conditions. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act.  A  campaign  is  continu¬ 
ally  being  waged  against  these  rodents,  and  advice  on  rat 
extermination  is  frequently  sought  and  obtained  from  the 
Health  Department.  During  “  Rat  Week  ”  a  film — “  The  Rat 
Menace  ” — was  shown  in  two  of  the  cinemas  throughout  the 
week. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  191  ounces  of  Red  Extract 
of  Squills  were  sold  at  a  cost  of  £1  12s. 

Offensive  Trades.  Eighty-nine  premises  were  on  the 
Register  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  offensive  trades, 
and  of  these  71  were  fried-fish  dealers. 


FOOD. 

Milk.  The  milk  supply  of  the  Borough  is  not  satisfac¬ 
tory,  in  as  much  as  it  is  impossible  to  go  to  a  dairy  and 
obtain  any  of  the  graded  milks.  In  order  to  bring  the  matter 
to /a  head  the  following  report  was  presented  to  the  Health 
Committee  : 

“  I  have  to  report  on  the  premises  from  which 
milk  is  retailed  in  the  Borough. 
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“  A  list  is  appended  with  this  report  showing 
the  number  of  milk  shops,  their  average  sale  per  day, 
the  class  of  premises,  and  some  remarks  on  same. 

“  At  the  time  of  inspection  milk  was  being  sold 
from  60  premises,  which  may  be  classified  as  follows  :

1. — Dairies. — The  dairies  are,  on  the  whole, 
satisfactory.  Their  business  is  milk,  and  that  receives 
their  first  consideration.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that 
a  town  of  70,000  population  can  only  boast  of  10 
dairies. 


“  2. — General  Dealers.  You  will  see  from  the 
list  that  the  conditions  in  general  dealers’  shops  (of 
which  there  are  26)  are  bad.  With  one  or  two  ex¬ 
ceptions  the  goods  sold  include  potatoes,  vegetables, 
firewood,  vinegar,  etc.,  and  these,  together  with  the 
congested  nature  of  such  shops,  render  the  premises 
dirty  and  quite  unsuitable  as  milk  shops.  Again,  it 
will  be  noticed  that  with  three  exceptions  (and  in  these 
cases  the  milk  is  sold  in  the  streets)  the  quantity  of 
milk  sold  varies  from  half  a  gallon  up  to  8-10  gallons 
daily,  the  majority  being  from  3-4  gallons.  This  is 
only  a  catch-penny  trade,  and,  in  my  opinion,  milk, 
which,  besides  being  a  household  food  is  also  largely 
used  for  babies  and  invalids,  should  not  be  sold  under 
such  conditions. 
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“  3. — Ice  Cream  Shop.  There  is  only  one  such 
shop  selling  milk.  This  is  satisfactory. 

“  4. — Private  Houses.  Such  premises  number 
eleven.  Many  of  these  consist  of  part  of  the  house 
(usually  the  scullery  and  out-buildings)  being  used  en¬ 
tirely  for  the  storage  of  milk  and  the  cleansing  of 
churns,  the  milk  being  sold  on  ‘  a  round.’  Some  of 
these  are  satisfactory  but  others  are  quite  the  reverse. 
Your  attention  is  drawn  to  No.  24  on  the  list.  Some 
months  ago  this  man  was  refused  registration  on  these 
premises  but  he  was  allowed  to  register  at  the  premises 
of  a  dairyman  by  agreement  with  that  dairyman,  until 
he  could  get  a  shop  or  more  suitable  premises.  For 
some  reason  he  ceased  to  work  on  the  dairyman’s  pre¬ 
mises  and  removed  his  goods  to  No.  23  on  the  list.  He 
has  not  notified  this  Authority  of  this  action,  and  he 
is  now  selling  milk  from  premises  at  which  he  is  not 
registered. 

“  5. — Confectioners.  Of  these  there  are  10 — two 
of  whom  sell  5  gallons  and  the  others  2-3  gallons  daily. 

“  While  these  shops  are  a  great  improvement  on 
general  dealers,  it  is  evident  from  the  amount  of  milk 
sold  that  the  keeping  of  milk  is  only  carried  on  as  a 
c  convenience.’ 

“  6. — Farm.  This  is  satisfactory. 

“  7. — Library.  This  unsatisfactory  place  has 
been  discontinued.” 

The  result  of  this  was  that  the  Committee  had  before 
them  all  the  dairymen  and  suggested  to  them  that  a  bottled 
milk  supply  was  desirable,  and  asked  them  to  assist  the 
Council  to  obtain  a  more  suitable  milk  supply  for  the  town. 
In  addition,  all  the  small  traders  were  interviewed  with  a 
view  to  the  alteration  of  premises  or  their  removal  from 
the  Register  on  account  of  unsatisfactory  premises. 
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The  matter  was  still  under  discussion  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  but  it  is  hoped  that  one  will  be  able  to  report  favour¬ 
ably  in  1925. 

Meat.  With  the  exception  of  chilled  and  frozen  pro¬ 
duce,  all  meat  sold  in  the  Borough  is  slaughtered  at  the 
public  abattoir.  During  the  year,  18,661  head  of  cattle 
(including  pigs)  wTere  slaughtered,  against  16,676  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  All  carcases  are  examined  before  leaving  the 
abattoir,  so  that  anything  suggestive  of  disease  may  be 
stopped  and  action  taken.  Constant  examination  of  but¬ 
chers  shops  is  made,  and  these  have  always  proved  satis¬ 
factory. 

One  case  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  was  found  at  the 
abattoir  in  January,  necessitating  a  partial  closing  down 
and  a  disinfection  throughout. 

One  case  of  suspected  food  poisoning  was  reported  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  the  samples  sent  for  examina¬ 
tion  proved  negative. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  Under  these  Acts  152 
samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  forwarded  to  the 
analyst  for  examination.  Of  67  samples  of  milk,  adulteration 
was  found  in  14,  and  against  7  of  these  legal  proceedings 
were  taken.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  amount  of 
the  fines  imposed  in  such  cases  is  not  likely  to  act  as  a 
deterrent  to  a  repetition  of  the  offence. 

Of  10  samples  of  spirits  taken,  three  were  adulterated, 
and  proceedings  were  taken  in  two  cases. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Zymotic  Diseases.  From  the  seven  principal  zymotic 
diseases  (namely  —  smallpox,  measles,  whooping  cough, 
diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  typhoid  fever  in  its  various  types, 
and  diarrhoea)  51  deaths  occurred  against  35  in  1923. 
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The  zymotic  death-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population 
was  .71  against  .49.  The  increase  in  this  figure  is  due  prin¬ 
cipally  to  measles. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases.  A  list  of  the  noti¬ 
fiable  diseases,  with  their  incidence,  will  be  found  in  Appen¬ 
dices  16,  17  and  18. 


Scarlet  Fever.  The  number  of  cases  notified  reached  the 
high  figure  of  327,  against  167  in  1923,  and  of  these  195 
were  removed  to  hospital  for  treatment.  There  were  39 
secondary  cases  where  one  or  more  occupants  were  already 
suffering  from  scarlet  fever,  and  8  return  cases. 


The  majority  of  the  notified  cases  occurred  in  the  West, 
Park  and  South-West  Wards,  but  owing  to  the  extreme 
mildness  of  the  type — in  many  cases  absence  of  sore  throat 
and  very  indefinite  rash — undoubtedly  a  large  number  of 
cases  were  overlooked,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  a 
number  of  cases  were  undiscovered  until  “  peeling  ”  was 
general.  In  addition  to  the  mildness  of  the  attack  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  an  outbreak  of  Rubella  helped  to  complicate 
matters. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  three,  giving  a  mortality 
rate  of  .9  against  1.79  in  1923.  The  death-rate  was  .004, 
as  compared  with  .02  for  England  &  Wales. 


Diphtheria.  43  patients  were  notified  as  suffering  from 
diphtheria,  against  37  for  the  previous  year,  and  of  these  23 
were  treated  at  the  Port  Sanitary  Isolation  Hospital. 


The  deaths  from  this  disease  numbered  three,  giving 
a  mortality  rate  of  6.8.  The  death-rate  from  diphtheria, 
.04,  compares  favourably  with  that  of  England  &  Wales, 
which  is  .06. 
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General  practitioners  sent  79  throat  swabs  to  the 
laboratory  at  the  Health  Department,  and  of  these  19  gave 
positive  results. 

For  the  treatment  of  patients,  350,000  units  of  diph¬ 
theria  anti-toxin  were  used  by  doctors  concerned. 

Measles.  As  this  is  one  of  the  un-notifiable  diseases, 
we  have  to  rely  on  figures  supplied  by  the  Education 
Authority  relating  to  the  absentees  suffering  from  this  dis¬ 
ease.  Such  figures  can  in  no  wise  be  correct,  as  there  are 
bound  to  be  a  large  number  of  cases  of  children  both  below 
and  above  school  age  which  do  not  come  to  our  knowledge. 
Measles  is  considered  by  a  large  majority  of  people  as  merely 
“  a  little  upset  for  a  few  days,”  and  they  accordingly 
do  not  give  it  anything  like  the  attention  which  it  deserves. 
Measles  unless  treated  properly  is  a  dangerous  disease.  At 
any  time  during  its  course  complications,  such  as  broncho¬ 
pneumonia,  may  arise  and  produce  a  fatal  termination,  and, 
therefore,  parents  must  realise  the  seriousness  of  the  com¬ 
plaint  and  take  steps  to  prevent  such  complications.  During 
the  year,  496  cases  of  measles  occurred  and  from  these  there 
were  24  deaths,  giving  a  case  mortality  of  4.8  against  19.2 
last  year.  The  death-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was 
.33  against  .12  for  England  &  Wales. 

Whooping  Cough.  As  in  measles,  we  have  to  rely  on 
the  Education  Authority  for  our  notifications,  which  num¬ 
bered  13,  while  the  deaths  numbered  7.  It  would  be  useless 
to  consider  13  as  anything  like  a  true  index  of  the  number 
of  cases  when  one  cannot  obtain  figures  for  children  below 
school  age. 

Smallpox  and  Vaccination.  No  cases  of  small-pox  have 
occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  under  survey. 

Vaccination  returns  show  that  of  1,663  registered  births 
1,172  were  successfully  vaccinated,  and  there  were  281  con¬ 
scientious  objectors.  The  percentage  of  unvaccinated  babies 
this  year  was  16.8  against  19.8  in  1923,  thus  showing  a  con¬ 
tinued  improvement. 
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Diarrhoea.  Diarrhoea  in  babies  under  two  years  of  age 
accounted  for  14  deaths,  against  9  in  the  previous  year,  8 
in  1922  and  34  in  1921.  The  death-rate  is  .19  per  1,000 
of  the  population. 


Typhoid  Fever.  There  were  8  notified  cases  of  enteric 

during  the  year,  all  of  whom  recovered.  Of  these,  five  were 

removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  three  were  treated 

at  home.  The  following  are  details  of  the  cases  : — 

No.  1. — 1st  September.  Girl,  aged  7.  Diagnosis  not  con¬ 
firmed  by  laboratory  test.  Possible  source  of  in¬ 
fection,  ice  cream. 

No.  2. — 12th  Sept.  Woman,  aged  47.  No  previous  history 
in  family.  Diagnosed  after  an  operation  in  hos¬ 
pital  and  diagnosis  confirmed  by  blood  test. 

No.  3. — 25th  Oct.  Girl,  aged  18.  Wardmaid  in  same  hos¬ 
pital  as  No.  2.  Diagnosis  confirmed  by  blood 
test. 

No.  4. — 26th  Sept.  Girl,  aged  18.  Night  nurse  who  at¬ 

tended  to  No.  2.  Diagnosis  confirmed  by  blood 
test. 

No.  5. — 10th  Oct.  Girl,  aged  15.  Blood  test  indicated 
Para  B.  Imported  from  Scarborough. 

No.  6. — 29th  Oct.  Man,  did  not  have  blood  test.  Had 
had  a  meal  consisting  of  ditchwater  and  seagull 
a  fortnight  previously. 

No.  7. — 18th  Nov.  Girl,  aged  17.  Diagnosis  not  confirmed 
by  blood  test,  but  the  house  water  was  found  to 
contain  coliform  bacilli  and  streptococci  as  a 
result  of  a  local  contamination. 

No.  8. — 5th  Dec.  Man  ;  diagnosis  confirmed  by  blood  test. 

Open  to  infection  from  another  case  15  days  pre¬ 
viously  at  Hartlepool. 
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Altogether  12  specimens  of  blood  were  sent  during  the 
year  for  analysis. 

Erysipelas.  The  notifications  from  this  disease  num¬ 
bered  27,  two  of  which  were  treated  in  hospital.  Two 
patients  suffering  from  the  disease  died,  giving  a  case  mor¬ 
tality  rate  of  7.4. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica.  Five  cases  were  notified  in 
1924,  against  none  in  1923.  Of  these,  two  succumbed  to 
the  disease,  while  three  wrere  alive  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  all  showed  some  vestiges  of  their  complaint  as  regards 
their  nervous  condition. 

Hospital  Accommodation .  The  West  Hartlepool  Corporation 
do  not  possess  an  isolation  hospital.  Cases  of  infectious 
diseases  are  accommodated  at  the  Port  Sanitary  Hospital. 
Should  cases  of  smallpox  arise,  the  latter  authority  have  an 
agreement  with  the  Stockton  Corporation  whereby  cases 
may  be  removed  to  Stockton  Smallpox  Hospital. 

Disinfection  of  bedding  and  infected  houses  is  carried 
out  by  the  local  authority. 


CANCER. 

This  disease  was  responsible  for  79  deaths  during  the 
year,  which  is  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  1.1  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  A  large  amount  of  research  is  going  on  through¬ 
out  the  world  in  the  hope  of  discovering  the  cause  of  this 
disease.  Until  these  efforts  have  proved  successful  we  are 
reduced  to  urging  the  public  to  obtain  early  treatment,  rather 
than  allow  chronic  conditions  to  continue  until  the  presence 
of  pain  awakens  them  to  the  fact  that  they  ought  to  see  their 
doctors.  Bad  teeth,  lumps  and  swellings  in  various  parts 
of  the  body,  unhealing  sores,  and  so  on,  are  not  to  be  found 
in  the  healthy  body,  and  the  least  the  owner  of  that  body 
can  do  is  to  endeavour  to  ascertain  why  they  are  there  and 
what  harm  they  are  likely  to  do  to  him, 
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BRONCHITIS  AND  PNEUMONIA. 

The  deaths  resulting  from  these  two  diseases  numbered 
209 — Bronchitis  99  and  Pneumonia  110— as  compared  with 
140  for  1923.  These  deaths  are  equivalent  to  20.9%  of  the 
total  deaths  and  a  death-rate  of  2.9  per  1,000. 

The  idea  is  prevalent  that  because  “  summer  has  come  ” 
according  to  the  calendar,  one  should  at  once  adopt  summer 
garments,  but  while  that  might  be  possible  on  our  south 
coast  it  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  this  should  also  be 
adopted  on  the  north-east  coast.  During  the  months  of 
April  and  May  the  climate  in  this  town  is  very  variable,  and 
many  cases  of  pneumonia  and  bronchitis  can  be  traced  to 
this  cause  alone.  It  is  a  simple  matter  in  itself,  but  when 
one  realises  that  20%  of  our  deaths  are  due  to  these  causes, 
and  that  it  is  from  simple  matters  neglected  we  get  our  most 
serious  results,  it  would  be  to  their  advantage  if  people  would 
give  things  of  this  description  more  serious  attention. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  Eighty-two  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  of  the  lungs  were  notified  in  1924,  this  being  the 
smallest  number  of  notifications  since  1912.  In  1913  there 
were  211  notifications  and  in  1920,  ninety-one — the  lowest 
number  until  1924.  During  the  year,  59  patients  suffering 
from  this  lung  disease  died,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death- 
rate  of  .77  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Of  the  82  cases  notified,  four  died  before  notifications 
were  received,  16  died  within  three  months,  and  two  within 
the  year,  making  a  total  of  22  deaths,  equivalent  to  a  case 
mortality  rate  of  26.8.  In  addition,  nine  West  Hartlepool 
residents  died  outside  the  Borough,  their  cases  not  having 
been  previously  notified. 

N on- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The  notifications  of  other 
forms  of  tuberculosis  numbered  47  (the  lowest  yet  recorded), 
and  of  these  seven  died  before  notification  and  11  within 
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three  months.  The  total  number  of  deaths  was  31,  giving 
a  death-rate  of  .4  per  1,000.  Seven  of  these  deaths  were 
attributed  to  disease  of  the  brain,  two  of  the  spine,  seven  to 
various  forms  of  abdominal  tuberculosis,  and  15  from  other 
various  forms.  Seven  deaths  of  West  Hartlepool  patients 
were  recorded  as  taking  place  outside  the  Borough. 

Treatment.  The  majority  of  patients  pass  through  the  Appendices 
Tuberculosis  Dispensary  at  Mill  House.  This  clinic  is  not  ^  ^  ^ 
primarily  a  treatment  centre,  although  malt  and  cod-liver 
oil  is  given  to  suitable  cases,  and  some  of  the  non-pulmonary 
types  receive  tuberculin  injections.  Cases  are  encouraged, 
however,  to  attend  the  centre  for  observation  so  that  they 
may  be  sent  to  their  own  doctors,  to  institutions,  or  to  sana¬ 
toria,  as  their  conditions  warrant. 

1,678  attendances  were  made  at  the  Dispensary  during 
the  year  and  277  examinations  were  carried  out. 

Suitable  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  sent  to 
Blencathra  (adults),  Barrasford  (adults),  and  all  forms  are 
treated  at  Stannington  (children)  Sanatoria.  Altogether  42 
patients  were  sent  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  £1,738,  cover¬ 
ing  a  total  residence  of  4,365  days. 

In  21  cases  the  result  was  a  marked  improvement,  but 
three  continued  on  a  downhill  course  in  spite  of  treatment. 

Surgical  treatment  was  given  to  six  cases  at  the  Hart- 
lepools  Hospital. 

Cases  suffering  from  lupus  have  been  given  a  small 
amount  of  X-ray  exposure,  but  is  is  anticipated  that  this 
type  of  treatment  will  be  superseded  by  the  more  modern 
“  light  treatment  ”  in  the  coming  year. 

Advanced  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  still  a  difficult  prob¬ 
lem  as  regards  care  and  treatment.  They  are  not  suitable 
for  sanatoria,  and  the  only  institution  in  the  district  to 
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which  such  cases  can  be  sent  is  Howbeck  Infirmary,  against 
wdiich  many  have  a  rooted,  though  entirely  unfounded,  pre¬ 
judice. 

The  Local  Authority  own  some  wind  adjusted  shelters, 
which  are  kept  open  all  the  year  round  and  which  certain 
of  the  male  patients  are  invited  to  occupy.  These  were  not 
so  popular  during  1924  (only  three  patients  being  resident) 
as  in  the  previous  year,  principally  owing  to  the  long  spell 
of  wet  weather. 

The  After-Care  Committee,  which  is  a  voluntary  body, 
has  done  much  to  assist  the  consumptive  patient.  In  a 
large  number  of  cases  they  have  provided  additional  forms 
of  nourishment,  and  in  many  cases  clothes,  etc.,  have  also 
been  given. 

The  Health  Visitors  pay  periodic  visits  to  homes  in  wdiich 
an  inmate  is  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  and  give  advice  re¬ 
lating  to  the  care  and  general  arrangements  made  for  the 
patient.  Primary  visits  were  made  to  115  cases,  the  total 
visits  amounting  to  1,800,  as  compared  writh  1,337  for  the 
previous  year. 


VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  two  persons  were  notified  as  having 
died  from  syphilis,  both  cases  being  congenital.  There  are, 
however,  a  number  of  deaths  every  year  taking  place  from 
paralysis,  etc.,  which  undoubtedly  originate  from  a  previous 
attack  of  syphilis,  but  that  fact  is  never  disclosed  on  the 
death  certificate,  so  that  the  figures  given  are  really  of  no 
value.  Then  again,  every  year  there  are  a  number  of  pre¬ 
mature,  deformed  and  marasmic  infants  whose  deaths  are 
the  result  of  the  disease  in  their  parents. 

Novarsenobillon  supplied  to  the  medical  practitioners 
free  of  cost  numbered  37  phials,  and  to  the  Cameron  Hospital 
230  phials. 
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The  Durham  University  College  of  Medicine  examined 
279  specimens.  Of  these,  43  were  from  the  Clinic,  and  236 
from  doctors  and  institutions.  274  specimens  were  of  blood 
and  two  of  cerebro-spinal  fluid  for  Wassermann  reaction  ; 
two  were  for  the  detection  of  gonococci  and  one  for  gono¬ 
coccal  complement  fixation. 

West  Hartlepool  patients  were  treated  (apart  from  their 
own  doctors)  at  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic,  the  Cameron 
Hospital,  Deans  Hospital  (South  Shields),  and  the  Dread¬ 
nought  Hospital  (Greenwich). 

The  number  of  new  cases  attending  these  Clinics  was 
149  in  1924,  153  in  1923,  and  234  in  1922.  The  total  atten¬ 
dances  at  the  Mill  House  Clinic  numbered  4,573  in  1924, 
5,229  in  1923,  and  4,606  in  1922. 

It  will  be  noted  that  while  there  are  considerably  less 
cases  in  1924  to  what  there  were  two  years  ago,  the  actual 
number  of  attendances  made  by  these  people  reaches  the 
same  total. 

If  these  figures  are  a  true  indication  of  the  amount  of 
venereal  disease  in  the  town,  it  speaks  a  great  deal  for  pro¬ 
paganda  and  free  treatment  in  connection  with  these  diseases. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Infant  Mortality.  The  number  of  children  who  died 
before  reaching  one  year  of  age  was  147,  as  compared  with 
160  for  1923,  186  for  1922,  192  for  1921,  and  225  for  1920. 


The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  88.02  per  1,000  births, 
the  smallest  yet  recorded  in  West  Hartlepool.  We  have 
still  to  go  a  good  deal  further  in  order  to  come  down  to  that 
of  the  105  great  towns  (80),  and  the  mean  for  England  and 
Wales  (75). 
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The  most  important  causes  of  death  have  proved  to  be 
bronchitis  and  pneumonia,  which  have  accounted  for  28% 
of  the  total  ;  deaths  of  premature  infants  represent  20%, 
and  those  suffering  from  atrophy,  debility  and  marasmus 
15%.  These  figures  are  similar  to  those  of  the  previous  year. 

The  greatest  number  of  deaths  have  occurred  in  the 
South-East  (29),  Central  (35)  and  North-East  (22)  Wards. 

Forty-one  children  died  before  reaching  one  week  old 
and  59  under  one  month,  the  causes  being  almost  entirely 
due  to  prematurity  and  general  debility.  The  deaths  which 
occurred  after  one  month  were  principally  from  pneumonia, 
bronchitis  and  measles. 

Of  the  1,670  births  which  took  place  during  the  year, 
477  attended  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  and  it  is  interest¬ 
ing  to  note  that  the  infantile  death-rate  amongst  those  at¬ 
tending  the  Centres  was  35.6  per  1,000  births,  whilst  the 
rate  for  those  who  did  not  attend  the  Centre  was  108.9.  The 
corresponding  figures  last  year  were  45.1  and  105.8. 

While  these  figures  are  very  illuminating,  one  would  not 
for  a  moment  suggest  that  the  only  way  to  lower  the  infan¬ 
tile  mortality  rate  would  be  to  have  all  babies  passed  through 
the  Clinic — indeed,  far  from  it, — but  the  feeling  one  has  is 
that  there  are  many  babies  in  the  town  who  are  put  to  un¬ 
necessary  suffering  because  parents  wait  to  see  which  way 
a  “  complaint  ”  is  going  to  “  turn  ”  before  they  take  any 
advice  on  the  subject,  with  the  result  that  by  the  time  the 
doctor  is  called  the  baby  is  in  extremis  or  approaching  that 
stage.  Now,  at  the  Clinics  we  see  plenty  of  babies,  both 
healthy  and  unhealthy  ;  in  fact,  it  is  often  found  that  the 
healthy  babies  are  the  best  attenders.  Those  healthy  babies 
are  of  just  as  much  concern  to  us  as  the  unhealthy  ones, 
because  it  is  our  object  to  keep  them  healthy  and,  to  do  that 
the  mother  receives  advice  as  to  feeding,  etc.  When,  how¬ 
ever,  the  baby  shows  early  signs  of  illness,  this  is  pointed 
out  to  the  mother,  and  she  is  urged  to  go  to  her  doctor  in 
order  to  obtain  the  requisite  treatment  for  the  complaint. 
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By  thus  persuading  or  educating  mothers  to  have  little 
matters  attended  to  before  they  become  deep-seated  we  can 
reduce  a  number  of  “  avoidable  ”  deaths  amongst  infants. 

Still  Births.  During  the  year,  70  still-births  took  place, 
compared  with  65  in  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of 
the  total  births  was  4.1%  and  the  rate  per  1,000  births  41.9. 

Notification  of  Births  Act.  The  total  number  of  births 
registered  during  the  year  was  1,670,  and  of  these  1,540 
were  notified  and  130  unnotified.  The  duty  of  notifying  a 
birth  to  the  Local  Authority  within  36  hours  of  its  occurrence 
is  a  dual  one,  and  rests  with  the  parent  and  also  with  the 
person  in  charge  of  the  confinement.  It  would  be  much 
more  satisfactory  if  the  obligation  were  placed  on  one  person. 


The  Health  Visitors  visited  the  homes  in  which  1,509 
of  the  births  took  place,  thus  90.3%  of  the  total  births  were 
visited.  The  total  number  of  visits  made  to  these  was  5,413 
against  5,285  in  1923. 

In  addition,  3,405  visits  were  made  to  homes  of  children 
between  one  and  five  years  of  age,  bringing  the  total  number 
of  home  visits  up  to  8,818  against  8,343  in  1923,  under  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme. 


Infant  Welfare  Centres.  Clinics,  to  which  mothers  may  Appendices 
bring  their  babies,  are  open  on  three  afternoons  during  the  29-32 
week,  and  these  are  proving  more  popular  than  ever.  All 
Centres  have  increased  attendances  ;  most  especially  is  this 
seen  at  Whitby  Street,  which  has  increased  by  over  700. 

This  is  very  gratifying  when  one  realises  that  it  is  in  the  most 
densely  populated  areas  that  the  greatest  amount  of  benefit 
is  likely  to  accrue. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  amounts  to  6,488, 
against  5,131  in  1923. 
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Ante-Natal  Work.  During  the  year  274  primary  visits 
and  183  secondary  visits  were  made  to  expectant  mothers, 
and  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  22  of  these  cases  at¬ 
tended  for  advice.  It  is  hoped  that  in  1925  an  ante-natal 
clinic  will  be  established. 


Maternal  Mortality.  Nine  women  died  of  causes  directly 
connected  with  pregnancy,  and  of  these,  two  were  notified 
cases  of  puerperal  fever  ;  in  addition,  1  death  from  puer¬ 
peral  fever  v/as  transferred  into  the  Borough.  Five  cases 
of  puerperal  fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared 
with  9  in  1923  and  10  in  1922.  This  is  equivalent  to  2.9 
cases  per  1,000  births  and  1.7  deaths  per  1,000  births. 


££  Grantully  ”  Maternity  Home.  There  has  been  a  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  (236)  as  compared  with 
1923  (154),  which  speaks  well  for  the  manner  in  which  the 
Home  is  being  appreciated  by  the  women  in  the  town. 


It  is  noteworthy  that  there  has  been  a  marked  decrease 
in  the  number  of  women  who  developed  ££  temperatures.”  A 
routine  has  been  adopted  of  giving  phylacogen  injections  to 
all  patients  who  have  had  to  undergo  much  manipulative 
interference,  and  whether  the  reduction  of  ££  temperature  ” 
cases  is  due  to  the  action  of  the  drug  or  to  more  stringent 
methods  of  asepsis  it  would  be  difficult  to  say  ;  nevertheless, 
we  propose  to  continue  with  the  injections. 


An  isolation  block,  consisting  of  two  single  bed  wards 
and  a  nurses’  room,  is  in  course  of  erection,  as  also  is  extra 
nursing  accommodation,  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be 
completed  early  in  the  coming  year. 

Home  Nursing  is  carried  on  by  the  Local  Nursing  Asso¬ 
ciation,  independent  of  the  Local  Authority.  Cases  of  Oph¬ 
thalmia  Neonatorum  have  been  treated  by  Health  Visitors 
under  doctors’  supervision. 
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The  Council  have  decided  to  appoint  a  nurse  who  will 
carry  out  doctors’  instructions  in  cases  of  pneumonia,  puer- 
j:>eral  fever,  and  the  like. 


The  Indigent  Sick  Society  have  done  much  during  the 
year  to  help  mothers  in  poor  circumstances  with  food  and 
the  necessities  required  during  their  confinements. 


Midwives’  Acts.  Eighteen  midwives,  excluding  five  of 
the  Grantully  staff,  notified  their  intention  to  practice  during 
the  year,  and  they  have  been  present  at  773  births. 

In  160  cases  records  of  sending  for  medical  help  were 
received,  as  compared  with  178  in  the  previous  year. 


Three  cases  of  negligence  and  one  case  of  failure  to  no¬ 
tify  a  case  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  reported  to  the 
Central  Mid  wives’  Board,  but  no  action  was  taken  in  any  of 
these  cases. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  Notifications  received  during 
the  year  numbered  19,  the  lowest  number  yet  recorded  ;  the 
case  rate  per  1,000  births  was  11.3.  Twelve  of  the  notifica¬ 
tions  were  received  from  the  doctors  and  seven  from  mid¬ 
wives. 

Treatment  was  carried  out  under  doctors’  supervision  in 
all  cases,  and  resulted  in  complete  recovery  in  18.  The 
Health  Visitors  paid  183  visits  to  these  cases. 


Illegitimate  Children.  No  special  care  is  exercised  in  the 
case  of  illegitimate  children,  and  unmarried  mothers  are  not 
sent  to  Hostels  by  this  Authority. 


There  were  68  illegitimate  children  born,  and  of  these 
five  died,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  73  per  1,000  births. 
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HEALTH  WEEK. 

Oct  5th  to  Oct.  11th. 

During  this  week  articles  were  published  in  the  press  on 
Health  matters  ;  the  clergy  of  the  various  denominations 
were  asked  to,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  did,  preach  ser¬ 
mons  on  the  subject  ;  films  on  “  The  Rat  Menace  ”  and 
“  Pure  Milk  Production  ”  were  exhibited  in  the  cinemas  ; 
lectures  were  given  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  by  Dr. 
Stirling  ;  and  the  Education  Authority  instructed  their 
teachers  to  lay  stress  on  health  matters  in  the  school. 

Unfortunately,  however,  the  General  Election  coincided 
with  our  effort.
